Sir — As required by statute, I submit herewith for your 
information, the fifth biennial report of the railroad com- 
missioner: 

It covers the administration of the affairs of this depart- 
ment since January 8th, 1890, with tabulated reports of the 
railroad companies of the state for the years ending June 
30th, 189 L and 1892, showing the cost of each road in the 
state; the capital stock, funded and unfunded debt and the 
total gross receipts resulting from operation. 

The reports of the railway companies are forwarded to 
this department upon forms almost identical with forms 
submitted by the railway companies of the country, to the 
Inter-state Commerce Commission. These reports cannot 
be given in full, because of chapter 526, laws of Wisconsin 
of 1889, which provides that ** two hundred copies of the re- 
port, for distribution and exchange, shall be bound in 
cloth, and eight hundred in paper,'at a cost not exceeding 
twenty five cents per copy." This amount is inadequate for 
the publication of full and complete reports, hence they 
must appear largely in tabulated form. 

Nearly all of the railroad companies ot tVvfc '^csSj^-^^'tsN. 
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states use the forms adopted and issued by the Inter-state 
Commerce Commission, and which are published in full. 

As uniformity of reports, by the different states, is desir- 
able, I would suggest action, by the next legislature, which 
will enable this department to publish a full and complete 
report of the status and transactions of the railways within 
the state. 

MILEJAGE. 

Reports of mileage are made to June 30fch, inclusive, In 
each year, and I have made the mileage tables to that date 
rather than to December 31st, as had been done by my 
predecessors. The mileage within Wisconsin on June 30th, 
1892, was 5,785.07, an increase from December 31st, 1890, of 
309.03 miles.

General Report 



River to West Superior, has recently (Dec. 4th) completed 
an extension between the points named, and now has its 
own track from St. Ignace and Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., into 
West Superior, Wis. The increased mileage in Wisconsin 
by this extension is 53.7 miles, and ife shown upon the rail- 
road map of Wisconsin, to be published simultaneously 
with this report. 

SECOND, OR DOUBLE TRACK. 

The work of building and laying double, or second track, 
by the Chicago & Northwestern Ry. Co., between Chicago 
and Milwaukee, is well advanced, and will be finished by 
May 1st next. The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Ry. 
have double track completed upon its line between Milwau- 
kee and Chicago,' from Milwaukee as far as Western Union 
Junction, and from Chicago as far as Rondout, making 50 
miles in all. The grading is practically completed from 
Rondout to Wads worth, and it is expected that the second 
track will be completed and ready for traflSc by May 1st 
next. Upon the completion of these double tracks, it is 
expected that the time between the two cities will be re- 
duced to two hours.

The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Co. are now running 
their own sleeping cars, and reference to the proper table 
of earnings will show that that company received, during

For the information of the reader I give herewith extracts 
from the laws, governing the license fee or taxation of 
railroad and sleeping car com^panies within Wisconsin: 

TAXATION OP RAILROAD COMPANIES. 

Section Uil. Every railroad company, and every per- 
«Dn operating a railroad in this state, except railroads oper- 
ated by horse power, shall, on or before the tenth day of 
February in each year, make and return to the state 
treasurer, in such form and upoa such blanks as shall 
be furnished by him a true statement of the gross earnings 
of their respective roads for the preceding calendar year, of 
the number of miles of road operated by each such com- 
pany or person, and the gross earnings per mile per annum 
during such year, which statement shall be verilied by the 
oath of the secretary and treasurer of such companies, or 
of the person so operating such railroad. 

H Wis., 431; 11 Wis., 35; 15 Wis.. 554; 16 Wis., 1. 

Section 1"412. Each such railroad company and each 
person so operating any railroad shall, on returning such 
statement, apply for a license to operate the railroad men- 
tioned in such statement and shall pay the license fee therefor 
provided in the next section ; and thereupon shall receive from 
the Ptate treasurer a license to operate such railroad for the 
calendar year commencing on the first day of January 
preceding, and terminating on the next succeeding thirty- 
first day of December, unless sooner revoked. 
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Section 1213. The annual license fees for the operation 
of such railroads shall be as follows: 

1. Four per centum of the gross earnings of all railroads 
except those operated on pile and pontoon, or pontoon 
bridges, whose gross earnings equal or exceed three thou- 
sand dollars per mile per annum of operated railroad. 

2. Five dollars per mile of operated railroad of all rail- 
roads whose gross earnings exceed one thousand five hun- 
dred dollars per mile per annum, and are less than three 
thousand dollars per mile per annum of operated road, 
and in addition two per centum of their gross earn- 
ings in excess of fifteen hundred dollars per mile per an- 
num. 

3. Five dollars per mile of operated road by all compan- 
ies whose gross earnings are less than fifteen hundred dol- 
lars per mile per annum. 

4 Two per centum of the gross earnings of all railrop.d& 
which are operated upon pile or pontoon, or pontoon 
bridges, which gross earnings shall be returned as to such 
parts thereot" asare wi hin the state. 

One half of such license fee shall be paid at the time tho 
license so issued^ and one-half on or before the tenth day of 
August in each year. 

FORFEITURE FOR NEGLECT TO OBTAIN LICENSE AND PAY FEE. 

Section 1214. If any such railroad company, or person 
operating any such railroad in this state, shall neglect to 
obtain such license, or pay the license fee therefor, or 
any part thereof, as hereinbefore provided, such company 
or person shall absolutely forfeit to the state the sum of ten 
thousand dollars, to be recovered in an action brought in 
the name of. the state; and such neglect shall also be a 
cause of forfeiture of all the rights, privileges and fran- 
chises, whether granted by special charter or obtained 
under general laws by or under which any such railroad is 
operated. And the attorney general, upon such neglect, 
shall collect by action the pecuniary forfeiture herein im- 
posed, and also proceed to have forfeiture of such rights, 
privileges and franchises duly declared. Any such com- 
pany or person, at any time before the final judgment of 
forfeiture of such rights, privileges and franchises is rend- 
ered, may be permitted to make the return and pay the li- 
cense fee herein provided for, upon special application to 
the court in which the action to declare such forfeiture is 
pending, upon such terms as the court shall direct. 

Section 1795. The railroad commissioner shall, on or be 
fore the tenth day of February in each year, ascertain and 
return to the state treasurer the following:

General Report. 



1. The actual cost of each railroad in the state up to and 
including the thirty-first day of the next preceding Decem- 
ber; and if such railroads shall be partly in and partly out 
of this state, then the actual cost of so much thereof as is 
in this state. 

2. The total gross receipts resulting from the operation 
of every such railroad during the next preceding year, 
ending on the thirty-first day of December, or of that part 
of the same which is in this state 

8. The total net earnings resulting from the operation of 
any such railroad during the next preceding year, ending 
on the thirty-first day of December, or of that part of the 
same which is in this state. 

4. The total interest bearing indebtedness of the corpor- 
ation owning or operating such railroad, and the amount of 
interest paid by such corporation during the next preced- 
ing year, ending on the thirty-first day of December; and 
if any part of such indebtedness has been incurred in con- 
sequence ot the construction, maintenance, repair, renewal 
or operation of any part of such railroad which is not in 
this state, or for equipment of such part, such railroad com- 
missioner shall ascertain and determine, in such manner 
as he shall think just and equitable, how much of its in- 
debtedness is justly chargeable to that part of said railroad 
that is in this state, and how much interest shall have been 
paid by such corporation, during such year ending on the 
thirty- first day of the next preceding December, on that 
part of such indebtedness which is justly chargeable to 
that part of said railroad that is in this state. The presi- 
dent or managing officer of every railroad corporation, and 
every other person operating any railroad in this state, 
shall annually, in the month of January, make such re- 
ports and returns to such commissioner, verified by the 
oath of such officer or person as shall afford the informa- 
tion aforesaid, and as he shall require, and at other times 
prescribed by him, such other repoits and returns, verified 
as aforesaid, concerning such railroads, their business af- 
fairs and management, as he shall require; and for such 
purpose he may prescribe blank forms, which shall be pro- 
vided by the secretary of state. Every railroad corpora- 
tion, company or person operating a railroad, who shall 
fail to make any such report within the time prescribed 
therefor, shall forfeit one hundred dollars for each and 
every day the same shall be delayed. 
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TAXATION OF SLEEPING CAR COMPANIES. 

Section Vliib. (Ch. 353, laws 1883.) No owners, whether 
corporate or otherwise, of palace cars, drawing room cars 
or sleeping cars, except railway companies operating rail- 
ways within this state, shall have a right to use or charge 
or collect fare or compensation for the use of any such car 
within this state until such owner shall have procured from 
the state treasurer a license to use such cars within this 
state as hereinafter provided. 

2. Every such owner of the cars mentioned in section 1, 
except railway companies as aforesaid, shall, on or before 
the tenth day of February in each year, make and return 
to the railroad commissioner a true statement of the gross 
earnings made by the use of such cars, between points 
within the state of Wisconsin during the preceding calen- 
dar year; which statement shall be verified by such owner 
or by some officer or agent having official knowledge of the 
facts. 

3 Every such owner shall on returning the statement 
provided for by section 2, of this act, apply to the state 
treasurer for a license to use the said cars upon the rail- 
roads operated in this state, and to charge and collect fares 
or compeasation for the use thereof, aad shall pay to the 
state treasurer for such license, the fee provided in the next 
section, and upon such payment the state treasurer shall 
issue to such owner a licease to use such cars, and charge 
fare or compensation for such uses as aforesaid. 

4. (As amended by ch. 415. laws 1885). The annual li- 
cense fee to be paid b^ such owner, as aforesaid, shall be 
four (4) per centum of the earnings reported, as required 
by section 2, hereof; the amount of such license fee to be 
computed by the railroad commissioner, and by him certi- 
fied to the state treasurer. 

5. The report required by section 2, hereof, shall be in 
such form and shall embrace such details as shall be pre- 
scribed by the railroad commissioner. 

6. The said license fee shall be paid one-half at the time 
such license is applied for, and one-half on or before the 
tenth day of August in each year; and if any such' owner 
shall neglect or refuse to make any report required by this 
act, and to pay for such license, then such owner shall, so 
long as such neglect or refusal shall continue, have no right 
to use said cars as aforesaid, in this state, and charge and 
collect fare or compensation for such use, and any such use 
by any such owner, in violation of the provisions of this 
act, may be restrained by injunction at the suit of the at- 
torney general, in any court of competent jurisdiction.

A glance at the foregoing tables will show that during 
the year ending June 30th, 1891, 3 passengers were killed 
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and 51 injured. For the year ending June 30th, 189 ^, 8 
passengers were killed and 45 injured. For the same period 
of 1891, 9 trainmen were killed and 148 injured in coupling 
and uncoupling cars. For the year ending June 30, 1892^ 7 
were killed and 93 injured in the same occupation, making 
a total for the two years of it) killed and 24 L injured. 

This slaughter, mangling and maiming of so many of 
our fellow citizens, in a single occupation, calls for and de- 
mands action by congress, requiring the use of automatic 
couplers. 

The president of the United States, in his annual mes- 
sage to congress, Dec. LOth, 1891, speaks as follows: 

PROTBCTION FOR RAILROAD EMPLOYEES. 

" I have twice before urgently called the attention of 
' congress to the necessity of legislation for the protection 

* of the lives of railroad employees, but nothing has been 

* done. During the year ending June 30th, 1890, 369 brake- 
'men were killed and 7.841 maimed while engaged in 

* coupling cars. The total number of railroad employees 
^killed during the year was 2,451, and the number injured 

* 22,890. This is a cruel and largely a needless sacrifice. 
' The government is spending nearly $1,000,000 annually to 
' save the lives of shipwrecked seamen. Every steam ves- 
' sel is rigidly inspected and required to adopt the most ap- 
' proved safety appliances. All this is good; but how shall 

* we excuse the lack of interest and the effort in behalf of 

* this army of brave young men, who in our land are being 
' sacrificed 3very year by the continued use of antiquated 
' and dangerous appliances. A law requiring of every 
' railroad the equipment of its freight cars with automatic 

* couplers and air brakes would very soon, and greatly re- 
' duce the fearful death rate among railroad employees. ^^ 

This is a matter of such grave importance that it is 

hoped that the legislature will memorialize congress to take 

speedy action compelling the railroads of the country to 

adopt and put into general use these safety appliances. 



COMPLAINTS. 

Few complaints have been made, but when well founded, 
have received the consideration and attention of the proper 
officers of th^ railway companies, ^sAXv^n^V^^^^t^.^xccvr.'?^^ 
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adjusted. In no instance has it been necessary for the at- 
torney general to commence action. 

INSPECTION OP ROADS. 

An inspection, so far as can be made by riding over the 
roads, has been made by me, of nearly all the roads with in 
the state. The road bed and equipment, notably on the 
great through routes, are equal to any in the country, and 
are in superb condition. The rapid time made and the few- 
accidents, attest the condition of the roads and the care 
taken in their management. The policy of the roads seems 
to be to make their improvements of a lasting and perman- 
ent character. New and larger stone culverts, and iron in 
place of wooden bridges, are constantly being built. 

PAYMENT OP LICENSE PEE, OR TAX. 

Sections 1211 and 1212, Ch. 87, laws of Wisconsin, pro- 
vides that each railroad company operating a road, shall, 
on or before the 10th day of February, in each year, make 
and return to the state treasurer, a true statement of gross 
earnings of their respective roads for the preceding calen- 
dar year, etc., etc., and that each of such railroad compan- 
ies, and each person so operating any railroad, shall, on 
returning such statement, apply for a license to operate 
the railroad mentioned in such statement, etc., etc. 

The fiscal year of nearly all the railroads in the state 
ends on June 3()th, and I would suggest an amendment to 
the present law, that license or tax be hereafter payable in 
September and March of each year, instead of February 
and August. 

CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion, I desire to acknowledge the promptness 
of the auditors of the railroad companies in making their 
reports to this oflBce, and to the officers of the railroad 
companies in responding to all inquiries for information, 
and of the uniform courtesy I have received from them.
